TOTAL ABOLITION OB THE TAX WANTED. 

New Tonk, Jan. 13.4[Special.}—About two 
dozen members of the af-Tobacco Board of 
Trade met at No. 178 Peari street this afternoon 
to discuss the tax on Cigars and tobacco. Julius 
Ebrmanp reported that the National Tobacco As- 
sociation, at its convention in Washington dur- 
ing the last week, passed a resolution favoring 
the reduction of the internal-revenve tax on 
tobaé@co one-half.

The Means Adopted by Eastern Farme- 
ers to Prevent Horse- Stealing. 
delphia Press. 

In former years farmers bad coniparatively 
little protection against the depredations of 
horse-thieves. These marauders could de- 
spoll the tillér of the soil of his stock, and 
make gvod.their escape before the law could 
be so Maniptilated as to indlose them within 
its meshes. In the Far West the farm- 
ers dispensed with red tape, and, 
forming themselves into vigilance com- 
mittees, meted out justice with 
the aid of a convenient tree and a rope when 
they caught the offenders. This custom is 
still in vogue in certain parts of the West 
This claés of thieves became so numerous in 
the southeastern portion of Pennsylvania 
that about 1827 or 1888 a number of farmers

EARLY CHICAGO. 


Letter from a Lady Resident in 1815. 

HopKINsvVILLE, Ky., Jan. 2.—The Hon. 
John Wentworth—Derarn Sin: My father, 
Charles Jouett, was the first Indian Agent 
ever stationed at Chicago. 

Ile was there at.two different periods, one 
before and one after the massacre of 1812. I 
was born between those periods while he 
was residing in Kentucky, in Mercer County. 
in November, 1812, But 1 have heard my 
mother talk so much of her first residence in 
Chieago that I feel very well acquainted with 
its history from 1809. President Jefferson 
appointed my father Indian Agent at Detrolt, 
Mich., iu 1803, and he was transferred 
to Chicago about 1808 or 1809, although 
he had been there on business before, 
Not far from this time Capt. William Wells, 
for whom your Wells street was named, and 


whe was killed in the massacre of 1812, was 
the Indian Agent at Fort Wayne, Ind. 
Capt. John Whistler, grandfather ef Mrs. 
Robert A. Kinzie of your city, was in com- 
mand of the fort af that time. Father was 
born In Louisa County, Virginia, in 1772. 
and was the son of John Jouett, of Charlottes- 
ville, Va. He married first at Detroit Jan. 
22, 1803, Kliza Dodomead, who died in 1805, 
lea vine Jane Harris Dodomend who was 
born in January, 1804, and married Samuel 
Worthington, bf Christian County, Ken- 
tucky, who had six children, one of whom, 
pr ‘ong od Wort ington, new lives at La- 
aye 

‘ather married for his second wife (my 
mother), near Winchester, Va., in 1809, 
Susan, daughter of isham Allen, who 
was born near Williamsburg, Va., in 1788. 
My mother’s Oldest child was Charles La 
Lime Jouett who was _ born in 
Chicago Uct. 26, 1809, and died there Sept. 8. 
1810. It has been said that he was the first 
white child born at Chicago. (John Kinzie 
had children born previously.| ‘There was 
a Government Factor there named Jacob B.

A Varied Oollection of Entertaining Notes 
at Home and Abroad. 


The Italian Opera Season. 

Tomorrow night a brief season of Italian 
opera will begin at Mc Vicker’s Theatre with 
a performance of Rossini’s opera of Will- 
iam Tell” by members of the operatic or- 
ganization controlled by Mr. Mapleson. 
There is little doubt but that the season will 
be both brilliant and profitable. Italian 
opera is a fashionabie form of entertainment, 
and, as we are favored with it but once a 
year and this year have an opportunity of 
witnessing but half a dozen performances, 
society accepts what is offered and patron- 
izes it Überally. Whatever its quality, it is 
the best that society can obtain in this par- 
ticular line of amusement. The large sale 
of season tickets and the steady demand for 
single seats promises full houses every night, 
and also the only thing Mr. Mapieson appears to 
care for—ample pecuniary returns. But the 
real lover of music and the honest 
patron of this form of lyric entertainment will 
turn with regret from programs comprising— 
with possibly a single exception—wora out and 
backneyed operas that buve been rbpeated here 
year after year, and casts in which either the 
meu are and the women only fourth or 
fifth rate singers, or else whore the grandest of 
the world’s vocalists are found to be unjustly 
handicapped by inefficieut support. The disap- 
pointment in this respect is ali the greater when 
we consider that from the material under this 
managers control every opera could have 
been furnished with a much more evenly-bal- 
anced cast, enbaveing the pleasure without in- 
the expense to the manager. We do 
not intend to prejudge the performances of the 
coming week nor to express apy opinion as to 
the merits of the different singers whe have 
not been beard here before, on hearsay evi- 
dence. If they are found to be entitied to 
praise it will be a pleasure to accord it to them 
with the utmost liberality. If they are uaworthy 
to rauk as artists there is a very 
strong probability that mention will also be 
made of that fact. But any one glancing at the 
casts of the different operas as they have finally 
been announced, and then looking over the list 
of people belonging to this company, will be 
very ant to conclude that the policy of the mau- 
agement.has not been to present operasin the 
best possible manner according to its resources, 
but rather to see how many of its weakest mem- 
bers it could put in responsibie positions upon 
the bills each night, and yet not play to empty 
benches. In other words, it is the oft-repeated 
experiment of trying how much aduiteranon 
can be palmed off as a pure article: bow much 
water lovers of opera in Chicago will stand 
in their wine, and yet pay the same prices as if 
buying the original, much-heraided genuine 
th There is no good reason for not offering 
us the very best that the operatic market 
affords—except possibly this: that we annually 
peacefully submit to being imposed upon. It is 
undoubtedly true that artists are but mortal; 
that „ must de handied tenderiy; 
and that the manager is 
ironclad contracts in the 
he is permitted to make upon their services. 
But certainiy with two such artists as Alban 
and Patti iu the company the people who con- 
tribute so liberaily once a year to listen to grand 
opera bave a right to expect to tind one or the 
other of these ladies jn tho lead ies four 
out of thesix nights. Iastend of which Mime. 
Patti sings but twice and Mme. Albani but 
once during the entire season, and neither of 
them will probably be beard hereagain. It is 
true that Mme. Albani will not arrive in the city 
until the 18th, and cannot, therefore, sing more 
than once, but that fact oniy adds emphasis to 

injustice of giving us Patti for but a single 
evening performance. With the exception of 
Mme. Scaichi, than whom none could be better, 
the rest of the cast in Semiramide“ is entirely 
unworthy of the prima donna. When Albaai 
does come it is advertised that she will be heard 
in stale old Puritani,” instead of in “ Lohen- 
grin,’ where she has a role worthy of her genius, 
and io which she bas won world- wide fame. These 
things are wrong, and in calling gttention to 
them we are only giving expression to the gen- 
eral complaint against a manager, who is alw 
well treated here, for his attempts to make the 
maximum of money and to return the minimum 
of equivalent.

The men who get a living by 
Sweeping snow off front steps six or eight 
times a year are happy. The street-cars are 
in a wretched plight, only half of them run- 
hing, and these going ata snail’s pace, and 
the elevated roads never showed their su- 
periority so obviously as they do today. The 
Sound steamers have dived into coves along 
shore anywhere for refuge, and locomotives 
are fighting snow-drifts just out of the city 
in all directions. There is good sleighing 
in the park and out on Seventh avenue to- 
wards McComb’s Bridge, and sleighs are at a 
premium. At least two fashionable theatre 
parties announced for last night turned into 
impromptu sleighing parties, and instead of 
sitting primly in boxes subduing their en- 
thusiasm in kidded applause they piled into 
sleighs, hid themselves in wolf-robes, and 
went off with a scream of delight. 1 don’t 
know as they have got back yet. 

A nobby sleigh just went past my window 
carrytug a comfortabie-looking couple 
wrapped in polar-bear robes, Its body and 
runners were of ebonized wood touched off 
with searlet, and the dashboard, about twice 
as high as the average dashboara, was a fine 
wire gauze, and bore upon itstwo outer cor- 
ners two scarlet grenadier plumes waving 
high. A span of white horses whirled it 
over the snow. I suppose this is “the thing.“ 

THE WINTER'S FESTIVITY. 

The gayety of the season is now at its 
hight.

LIFE ON CANVAS. 

Experiments are now going forward in this 
_ city which are likely to be followed by nota- 
bie results within a year or two in the way of 
exhibiting motion on canvas, thro the 
medium vf rapid photography. A photo- 
graph of a rapidly moving object is now 
taken in the 1-5,000th of a second—a period 
of time quite inconceivable—and, by the use 
of electricity te release the slide of the 
camera, fifty of these can be taken in asingle 
second. The pictures would obviously present 
the object in slightly different attitudes. Now 
if these pictures were taken on glass and a 
light were sent through them so as to throw 
them upon-canvas upon the same spot, with 
the same rapidity of succession, result 
would be a single unbroken picture of the 
object in motion—the fifty different attitudes 
} running into each other and blending per- 
fectly. Thisis explained on the principle 
of persistence of vision—that is, the inability 
of the eye to see more than twenty different 
objects ina second. If a wagon-wheel turns 
more than twice in a second the spokes be- 
come indistinguishable and biend together.

The Bedy of a Man Weighs Nearly a 
Quarter of a Tou-A Casket of Great 


Size. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Jan. 11.—Mr.. W. Ig- 
natius Dyer, the builder and contractor, who 
died in Georgetown, was a large man. He 
was powerfully built, and weighed 375 
pounds. Indeed, avoirdupois began to inter- 
fere with his business affairs some time Fy 
and he retired from active life. Mr. Dyer, 
when he died last Sunday, was the largest 
man in the District. Ever since he was 
compelled to remainin the house he has 
increased in weight. His last iUlness, 
while partially 8 from a fall, was 
chiefly owing to constant 1 
of fut, the cause of his death being the 
growth of that substance about his internal 
organs. To such an extent had the mass of 
fut increased that when he died he weighed 
not less than 375. pounds. As can readily be 
imagined, no ordinary casket would serve in 
a case like this. One had to be made to 
special orderin Philadelphia, and it arrived 
yesterday. Its unusual size naturally at- 
tracted a large crowd of curious persons. It 
appears four times as large as an ordinary 
casket, Deing six and a half feet long, nearly 
three feet wide, and very deep. itis the 
very largest casket that could possibly be 
earried into the house. The funeral took 
once | piace yesterday. ‘Ten pall-bearers, assisted 

y four experienced men furnished by the 
undertaker, bore the casket, which weighed 
over 500 pounds.

CORN-INSPECTION; 


The Grain-Rececivers’ Association Pays 
Commissioner Bogue a Visit. 

The committee of the Grain-Receivers’ As- 
sociation waited yesterday upon George N. 
Bogue, resident Railroad and Warehouse Com- 
missioner, and stated that whilst they personally 
believed the inspection of the lower grades of 
corn was more liberal than heretofore, and in 
many instances not guificiently strict, yet there 
had been within the last month in their opinion 
and in the opinion of the majority of the Grain- 
Receivers’ Association a radical change in the 
standard of the grade No. 2, and they cited the 
records of the department as corroborating 
their views. The inspection of corn the first 
twelve days of this month as compared with 
that of the first twelve days of last month was 
as foliows:

Proper Grounds for Reversal in a 
Criminal Case. 


Ex-Attorney-Generai Edsall bas taken an 
active interest in the effort which was berun 
many months ago to secure criminal law re- 
form. As he has made the question a study, bis 
views are entitied to weight. Tne General was 
visited yesterday by a reporter for Tun TRIB- 
UNE, with tne following result: 

“ You may have noticed,” began the reporter, 
“ the communication published in Tux TRIBUNE 
concerning the acuon of the State Bar Associa- 
tion upon the report of its Special Committee 
upon Criminal Law Reform. If you have no 
objection to stating your views, Tun TRIBUNE 
desires to ascertain what you think about it.” 

„I have no criticism to make upon the action 
of the association,” replied Gen. Edsall, or of 
the course pursued by those of its members who 
were present at the close of its session, when 
the report of the committee appears to have 
been taken up and hurriedly disposed of, They 
appear to bave adopted literally or in substance 
several of the recommendations of the commit- 
tee, passed substitutes for some of them, and 
postponed the consideration of others. Perbaps 
it ts as much as could have deen 
expected in view of the fact that no 
member of the committee was present 
to explain or correct ‘erroneous impressions 
which seem to baye existed as to the tenor and 
purpose of ro amendwenats. The 
committee reported in favor an amend- 
ment which would reguire the titioner for 
change of venue on account of the alie 
prejudice of the Judge to state in his petition 
the facts upon which he bases such charge of 
1 and the fear that be canvot have an 
mpartial trial, etc. It was the opinion of the 
committee that if any real facts existed to jus- 
tify such an application they could be distinctiy 
stated. If, as is true in nine cases out of ten, 

NO SUCH FACTS EXIST, 
the petitioner could not swear to distinct allega- 
tiops of facts necessary to obtain the change of 
venue without iocurring the risk of a success- 
ful prosecution for perjury. So long as 
de is permitted to obtain a change of venue 
on simple aillegadon of his fears he 
can be induced to mde a sufficient petition ro- 
specting any Judge who bas a reputation for 
fuithftuiness ia the administration of the crim- 
inal law; and, however faise his charge of 
prejudice may be, it is nearly impossible to con- 
vict dim of perjury. His alleged fears exist 
only in bis own mind, and cannot in the nature 
of things be.disproved. If the recommenda- 
tions of the committee shbouid become the law 
comparatively few of these applications would 
be made. The association adopted a resolution 
which only requires the petitioner to state bis 
fears, etc., but permits the Judge aut or re- 
fuse the change, as he may be of opinion that he 
is or is not prejudiged. This would no 
doubt au improvement u the 
present law, which imperatively requires 
the change to be granted whenever a pet! is 
made in the statutory form. As to whether the 
Prosecuting- Attorney should be allowed to file 
affidavits controverting the alleged facts ted 
us grounds for a change of venue, I reward as a 
matter of minor importance. In either case the 
question as to whether the change should be 
granted would have to be passea on by the 
court. The talk about trying such a question by 
jury ts no doubt very amusing, but whoily irrei- 
evant.”
